I. Claims 1-11, drawn to an absorbent article comprising a nonwoven fabric, classified in 
class 604, subclass 367; and 

IL Claims 12-20, drawn to a process for treating fibers, classified in class 522, subclass 6. 
The Office reasons that Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (I) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process. Here, the Office asserts that 
the article may be made by a different process, such as within a physical mixture or aqueous 



Applicant provisionally elects with traversal Invention I, including Claims 1-10. 
Applicant respectfully submits, however, that the "Inventions" as noted by the Office are not 
patentably distinct because the process of claims 12-20 cannot be used to make a materially 
different absorbent article product that contains the same claimed nonwoven. The Office offers
